1. When our moſt miſerable condition we can perceive, { before the 
acceſs of the univerſal body) by the wrinckles put on the brow of 
our. preſent Afairs, and divident Council, and reputation of State 
blaſted, and how the people cry out againſt ſuch great Inſtruments: 
What a miſerable condition are we brought to? O God ſuffer not our 
Sage Statiſts to be as a bad Spleen, or to {well ſo big that nothing but 
a Common-wealth can contain them 3; and let not our empty Purtts be 
fill'd with Blood and Tears too : Wherefore I humbly beleech the Head 
to pruduce ſuch effect, as the Sun on moiſt and cold grounds, to reduce 
the general Capacity to ſuch influence of '7zſtice, Teace , Religion and 
Liberty 3 that in lieu thereof, we may happily have a Rich and Potent 
King. 


2. As all Rivers and Rivolets return to the Ocean , fo ſhall the 7 - 
borinth we are now 1n, be by the help of our Wile Councils (if talen in 
time) eſcape, and the Goldex Fleece, (continuance ofthe true Proteſtant 
Religion, Juſtice, Peace and Tranquility , with help of godly and juſt 
courſes, ) be preſerv'd and procur'd : Therefore not as a Lawycr, but as 
a well-wilher to my King and Country, give me leave to put the caſe 
by way of Suppolition.
